The "Empress of India" Motto. 

EniTOB CoiiONisx:— Having taken a 
prominent part in getting up tho largo 
and influentially signed petition which to- 
day appears in your columns, for tho re- 
moval of tho "Empress of India" motto 
from tho central decorotion arch, I would 
like publicly to state some particulars iu 
connection therewith. 

On seeing a meeting of the Eeception 
Committee called to meet at 4 o'clock on 
Tuesday lust, I saw Mr. Sprout and ro 
presented to him the general dissuti^'fao- 
tion which exiated in regard to tho "Em- 
press" motto. 

Mr. Sproat expressed a knowledge of 
tba. dissatisfac^on, and stated that he 
would move in meeting of Committee to 
have tho ofifensive motto rumovcd. 

Willi tbo view of atrongthcning Mr. 
Sproat's promised endtavors, I, ou Tues- 
day afteruoon, insiitutcd tlie petition and 
obtained in a ^hort time many signatures. 

While the Eeception Committee wore 
in session I called out Mr.' Sproat and 
gave him the petition to he submitted as 
one in coarse of signature, so he reiurned 
it for further public encior.-sement. 

On the expiring of the mcotiuglwas in- 
furmo.l that the projected potiliuu nas 
pliiond before tho Exeoulivo Comuiiitoti 
with the result of its being referred t ith- 
decision of the'Sub-Gomaiiitee on mot- 
tuCH, (and Wbioh was theru represented.) 
and I was later giveu to understand that 
tho diatastefol motto would not be remov- 
ed. 

Ou Wednesday morning I was accosted 
by Mr. Drake who is a member of tUu 
Mqtto Committee. Mr. Drake spoke 
Blightinp;ly -of the petition, on which I 
showed it to him. He then stated that no 
matter what petition or feeling there 
mii^bt be in tho matlor, tho '•Empress of 
India" motto was on, and wouki remain 
on tho arch. 

Having been informeil of such a deter- 
mination I did not continue the potiliuu 
so eneirgetically as I would otherwise 
have done, and many syrapaihizers with 
it have therefore not had tho ojiporiutiiry 
of expressing their di.Happrov.il of thu 
"Empress of ludia" title being paraded in 
tliis Province. It is a matter of regret 
that tho Comipittee did not yield grace- 
fully to public opinion. 

Future deooration opmrnittees have now 
for thoir puidanoo a very marked ex- 
pression of popular sentiment npoii this 
Biibjcot and tho proseiit i)etition is iu)l 
subscribed to in vain oven if through tho 
high-handedne.ia of a few the public wish 
is on tho present oooasion disregarded.

The news of tho arrival of tho H. 51. S. 
Amethyal at Enquimalt from San Fran- 
oiaoo on Tuesday evening with the Gov- 
ernor General and stiite on board took -the 
people of this city BOinewhat by surprise, 
AS the advent of tho distinguished party 
■wae not expected until the following day. 
Burprisiug, howovur, iis was tho intolli- 
gsnco it wus not on that acoannt tho loss 
wolooiae, and with the indomitable will 
whioh nhnraoterizes British Columbians 
the inhabitants of Eaqnimalt and tho 
Capital City at once oommeQoed to put 
forth extra efforts to render oomplets a 
reoeptioa the proliminarieB of whioh have 
oocnpied their attention for several wooks 
past; &ndin justice to all parties concerned 
it may at onoe bo stated that tho welcome 
extendod to Lord DiifTorin in this remote 
part of the .Dominion was siioh as would 
have been a credit to any of the import- 
ant oitiQii. of iihe eastern proTinoes. 

By oarefnl forethought on the part of 
the committee it was ascertained that His 
Excellency would land at Esquimalt at 
such hour on Wednesday as would best 
suite the convenience of the peoi)le, and 
after due consideration it was decided 
His Excellency should be invited to land 
( M JS<Ml°i'°"^^ ^ P- °° Wednosday. 
At early dawn 6n that day the city was 
therefore alive with tho bustle and stir 
which bespeak the coming of some groat 
event and as the hours passed by the 
sigos of. oomplotion in decorations of tho 
moit beautiful and costly dcBcriotion 
beo&me appatent. At 11 o'clock His Honor 
the liieat.-Governor accompanied by the 
Premier and Capt. Layton visited H.M.S. 
Amethyst to pay their respects to tho 
Earl and Countess of Duftarin, His Honor 
being received with a Lieut-Governor's 

salute. , , . 

The Governor-General and tho Countess 
of Dafferin were received upon the wharf 
by Sir Jtones Douglas, K. 0. B., formerly 
for 13 years one of the moat successful 
Governors of this colony, and now 
honored resident amongst us. Ho wa3| 
aooompanicd by the Vico-Presidonta of 
the Popular Committee, the Judges and 
Olergy, heads of Departments, and many 
influential residents of Victoria and £s 
quimalt. Oommodore Chatfleld, 
ine Amethyst, ' and officers 
Fantome and Rocket wore ' 
as tho Governor-General lauded, and near 
them were tho guard of honour of tho 
Royal Marines — a line-looking Ijody of 
man — and a band. .1. U. lunos, Esq., tho 
Chairman of tho Esquimalt Reoept'on 
ObmmittBe', Messrs. Fisher and Williams, 
M. P.'s. ami other members of tho Com- 
mittee wore on the wharf, tho arranf,o- 
monta on which T,'oro under the euro 
of Messrs. Willianis, ]>i3nuott ami Daw- 
son. All llio doaoratiouH at Esquimalt 
ware effective and in oxcullent taato. The 
Govemor-Gsneral and the Countess of 
Snffarin were accompanied by tbeir suite, 
consisting of LV-Ool. E. G. P. Littleton, 
Grenadier Guards, Jrilitary Socrct.iry; 
Capt. Ward, A. b. G. ; ( 'apt. Hannltou, 
A. D. 0. and Mr. 'laiupbell, privato sec- 
retary. 

The Amothyst flredasalutoand manned 
yards as His ExcolUucy landed. On 
roaobing the ^barf the Qovernor-Gouural 
at onoe advanced to Sir Tamos Douglas 
and shook him very warnilj by tho hand, 
and oxpresBod the great (jliniuiro lu! had 
in meeting him aud in introduijing him to 
liady DuiTerin. His E.tcoUonc; then in- 
apeeted the Marines, and again uipproach- 
«d Sir James, who addressed him as fol- 

lowa;— 

"Your Excellency,! have been reqxost- 
• «a by the M^or and.Oitizens of Victo-ia 
to present to you their kind and cordiij 
congratulations on yonr safe arrival in 
this Province. We all hope that yonr 
ExcoUoncy'a stay will bo rendered in all 
respoots, plouHiint and ugrooablo to you. 
On our part, your Exc(!lloncy, wo hail 
ibe arrival of Uer Majesty's ropresonta- 
ii»B, with feelings of tho most loynl and 
profound satisfaction. Your Exoelloucy, 
. ,|rliile hero, will have many opportunities 
' ' of'aQio|airitig intimate aoquamtanoe with 
Ifche oharaoter and resources of the Pro- 
, vinco and of promoting its welfare. In 
that yonr ]']xccll',in<'y, «o hopo tlml your 
present visit may bo long romoniburiHl us 
one of those historic ovonts, having a 
happy and important bearing on tlio fu- 
ture well being of this Province as well as 
oa the peace, unity and contentment of 
the Dominion of Canada at largo." 

His Excellency nnid, in reply, that it 

Eve him grpiit- pleasure?, after his long 
arnoy, to llnd himself at last in this 
beresting Province of the IJomion. He 
" ""had often hoard of tho beauty of tho 
floeoery in British Columbia, ^nd of tho 
' aooeatibility and conveaienoe of the har- 
bor of E8(;uimalt; but he could siDooroly 
•ay that the reality whioh had been pro- 
§9am (0 view surpaMed bin ezpeoU- 



tiona. .It was ezoeedingly kind on the 
part of the inhabitants of Esquimalt to 
naro received him so well, and to have 
decorated the town in such a beautiful 
manner. He wished to eipross his grate- 
ful tiianks to to all the inhabitants of Es- 
quimalt, and also to those visitors who 
uad come from Victoria, for the attention 
whioh they had shown bim by meeUttja;' 
him on the wharf. He wag coming 
among a people whom ho had 
long wished to know, and whom 
ho hoped to know better before he 
left their shores. It was very gratifying 
to him to And himself in tho prosonco of 
a gentleman of whom he had often h|eard| 
and who had been associated with British 
Columbia in the highest position for 
mauy years; and to have tho opportunity 
of shaking his bond and of thanking in 
his person all those whom ho represonted 
was a pleasure of au exquisite cliaraotor. 
After Bomo further remarks His Excel- 
lency conoluded by saying that ho uuder- 
.stood that ho was to be presented with a 
formal address by the Mayor and Coun- 
cillors of Victoria on reaching that city, 
and he would, therefore, conlino himself 
at present to the expression again of his 
sincere thanks to those who had been so 
good as to meet him on tho wharf and to 
give him such a hearty welcome. 

His Eioellonoy the Govornor-Gou- 
oral and the Countess of DufVerin, 
Lieut.-Governor Richards, Sir James 
Donglaa. and the ofnoers and mem- 
bers of the suite then walked to the end of 
tho wharf and entered their carriages, and 
drove up towards Victoria. The Govor- 
or-Goneral's carriage was preceded by 
Mr. Todd, iSuperintondont of Police, and 
two mounted coiiatables, and was follow- 
ed by Colonels Houghton and Powell in 
uniform, and by a long train of carriages, 
containing officials and citizens. Near 
tho road which leads to the Naval Club 
flvo Foresters, Messrs. Saundors, (,Stan- 
daid-bearer) , Thistleton, Phillip.s, Dodd 
and Smith appeared in full costume from 
the forest, and took up their position as a 
mounted escort for tho Governor Gener- 
al's carriage, the idea being that they 
should escort the carriage through the 
"forest country" between iilHquimalt and 
Victoria until His Excellency was placed 
in charge of the Mayor and Council, who as 
pre-arranged, accompanied by the Militia 
awaited the carriage at the end of the 
bridge near Mr. Drake's. The idea was 
successfully carried out, and the escort of 
Foresters was quite a feature in the pro- 
cession, but their ardour did aot permit 
them to relinquish the station of honour 
at the appoiuted place. 

All tho houses along the Esquimalt 
road vvorc profusely and beautifully de- 
corated with flagfs and evergreens. Mr. 
Dorau's and Mr. Bland's houses were par- 
ticularly well ornamented. 

Tho approach of His Excellency from 
Esiiuimalt to the boundary line of 
this city wan announced by the advance 
guard consisting of Foresters, mounted 
and costumod in their handsome regalia, 
who rode across the second Esquimalt 
bridge and halted at the cify end of the 
strnotnre, where the Mayor and members 
of the City Council, Corporation ollicers 
and a dotaohmeut of militia, conxmandod 
by Captain Vintor, with Mr. Hayno.s' band 
awaited the arrival of his Lordship. At 
about a quarter to two tho distinguished 
party, followed by Colonel Houghton, D. 
A. G. .Lieut. Colonel Powell, and carriages 
occupied by Lieut.-Governor Richards, 
Ciapt. Layton, Private Secretary, Capt. 
Ward, A. D. C, Capt. Hamilton, A. D.C. 
Sir James Douglas, K. 0. B., Bishop 
Seghers and clergy. Chief Justice Hir 
Matthew BalUio Begbio, Mr. Justice 
Crease, Commodore Uhattield,R. N.,Hon. 
Dr.Helmckeu, Hon. J. Trutch, Senator Mo- 
Donald, Major Roscoo, M. P., and by a 
long cavalcade of prominent citizens on 
horse back, orossed the city limits. Hero 
a halt was made and His Excellency tho 
Govsrnor-Qenoral stopped from his car- 
riage, inspected the guard of militia and 
expressed his satisfaction at thoir martial 
and general appearance. Having resumed 
his seat His Excellency was then ap- 
proached by the Mayor and City Oouncil, 
who informed . His Excellenoy that 
he had entered the Oity of 
Victoria and that tho City extended a 
hearty woloonao to him. His Excellency 
replied in a few words of thanks and the 
oarriago headed by tho band, militia, 
Oity Council, and Corporation oliicors 
moved on towards Discovery street. 
Drawn up in this vicinity were members 
of the Fire Department, the French Ben- 
qvolont Society, Ancient Order of Fores- 
ters, and Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows, who now augmented tho procession 
which proceeded up Discovery street, 
wheeled to tho right and passed down 
Cormorant street and nnder the beautiful 
triumphal arofaes erected by the Cbinese 
inhabitants of that district. At the foot 
of Cormorant street wheeling to the left, 
tho procoHsion was soon in Johnson street 
up which it passed until (loverniuont 
street was once more onUii-od araid 
tho cheers of the now fast swelling throng. 
Tho most important and perHaps the 
most interesting portion of the ceremony 
was soon to be onaoted and as tho proces- 
sion turned out of ,T(jhn80ii Rtr(>et into 
Govorniiicnt street tho scene bocuiuc very 
effectivo. Tho street proaentod as far as 
the eye could reach tho apiioaranco of an 
avenue of verdure, ornamented with flags 
in great profusion and lined on oitlier 
side by numbers of ladies elegantly at- 
tired, whilwt the beauty of offoctwas great- 
ly enhanced by tho niagnific(?nt trium- 
phal combination arch at tho iiili.ir.'iec- 
tion of Government and Yates streets. 
To approach this beautiful structuro tho 
procession passed through the "Lady 
DutYorin guard," 200 strong, drawn up 
on each side of the street and on reach- 
ing tho grand stand occupied by ladies 
tho vice-rogal carriage again halted. As 
'oon us the vocMforous clicoring had ;.ub- 
silod it was intimated to his I'lxcelleiicy 
tha>, the Mayor und (!ity Oouncil, on bo- 
half -if the people, desired to prcsout un 
addreiq of welcome, whereujion His I W- 
cellono) rose in his carriage an<l Mayer 
Drmmraoid rewl tho following address: — 
To His Exctllaw.y tha Right Hoiierahlti Sir 
I'Vaderick Temple, ljurl of Dnffcrin 
Viscount luid Baron. Clandehoyu of 
eiandehoyeUtJie County o/ Down in 
the Peerage of iheUnUedKin>jdom 'and 
Knight Gommamler of the most h'lmor- 
alile Order o/ the Bath, Oovernor-Gen- 
fi-nt of Canada, d'c, d'c, &c.

Apart from tlio respectful homafe'e which 
wo oiler to Your Escellenoy as tho .Repro- 
soutative of Her Most Gracious M.^jesty 
tho Quoei, whose virtues aa an Eng.lish- 
woman and as a constitutional ruler ."tre 
fully appreciated in this distant part ot 
Her Empire, wo rejoice in welcoming t*> 
this remote part of Her Majestyls Domin- 
ions tho distinguibuod scholar and states- 
man who, amidst the labors and cares of 
public life has contributed so largely to 
the promotion of literature and art. 

Wo feel assured that Your Excellency 
fully recognizes the disadvantages uude^ 
which this Pifovinoe-l^'bdri, by> ztasoo of 
its i.iolation from the rest of' thej DjOtaini- 
ion and that you heartily Bvmpathize 
with our earnest wish that this bar to out 
Provincial prosperity may. be speedily re- 
moved and that on leaving British Col- 
umbia yourself and Lady Dufforiu may 
carry away with you a favorable opinion 
of the Province audits people andthatyou 
will return in health and safety to your 
abode in tho Eastern portion of Canada, 
which wo lament Your Excellency is at 
present ui able to roach conveniently with- 
out tlio necessity of passing for thousands 
of miles througli foreign territory. 

The Oity Clerk handed tho address to 
His Excellenoy who bowed, accepted it, 
and replied in the following langnago: 

Mr. Mayou and Qentlkmen: — I canos- 
sme you that I feol very grateful for the 
kind wolcorai! with which you and those 
whom yon represent have boon pleased to 
great Lady DutTerin and myself on our 
arrival in this important antl most beauti- 
ful Province. 

I never doubted but that in British Co- 
huuliia, as in every other portion of tho 
'jrciit Dominion of which you form a part, 
the reproHentativo of Her !Most Graoious 
ISIajestv tho (^uoon would bo sure to find 
himself in tho midst of a pojjulation in- 
spired by the most onthusiastio devotion 
to the Person, Throne, and Government 
of their Sovereign, nor that would such 
sentiments be more likely anywhere to 
find appropriate oxpressiou than iu the 
donrishing city whioh has the honour of 
bearing her name. 

Almost from tho first moment that I 
landed iu Canada I felt that my functions 
as Viceroy would not be adequately ful- 
fyied unless I could accomplish a visit to 
British Columbia; and (he personal inter- 
course I have had with your Parliamenta- 
ry Representatives at the capital of the 
Dominion still further confirmed my de- 
sire to visit a population wlio, iu tho per- 
son of their members, contributed so ma- 
terially to enhance tlie dignity, the elo- 
quence, and tho intellectual reputation of 
the Federal Parliament. 

I have now arrived, after a tedious and 
circutions journey of mauy thouBand miles 
throngli a foreign country, and a aea voy- 
age of many days duration, in this si)lon- 
did port, whicli for its commodiousnoas 
and security is not to be rivalled by any 
harbour in tho world. 

It will be my pleasing duty to become 
personally acquainted with ulthe loading 
inhabitants of your community, and to 
acquire by personal observation an accur- 
ate knowledge of tho views, wishes, neods, 
and aspirations, of every class and section 
hat compose it, and to carry back with 
mo to tho seat of Government at Ottawa, 
and to transmit to the imperial authorities 
at home the information wl)ich I thus 
hope to acquire. 

On the other hand I trust that tlie pros- 
en..:o amongst you of the head of 
tho Executive Government of the 
Dominion, ami of tlie oflicer entrusted by 
Uer Majesty with tho duty of presiding 
over British North America, vy^ill bo 
accepted by you as a pledge of the inter- 
est and sympathy with which you are re- 
garded both by tho tjuoen of England 
and her advisers, us well as tho Govern- 
ment at Ottawa and tho entire body iit 
your Canadian fellow subjects, who I can 
safely assure you desire nothing more 
sincorely than to bo united with you iu 
the strictest bonds of fellowship, patriot- 
ism, interest, and aifection. I need not 
add that I have no greater ambition than 
to contributo within the ephoro of my 
constitutional functions as energetically 
as possibly towards this ond, and I sin- 
cerely trust tliatoro my term of office is 
concluded, I may see the material os 
well as the political connection already 
subsisting betwesn British Columbia and 
tiie eastern portion of the Dominion iu a 
fair way of being rendered still more closo 
and intimate. 

His Excrllonoy's reply was heartily re- 
ceived with rounds of cheers both for 
himself and tho Countess of Duirerin,aud 
aftersoveral very lovely boQqaets bad been 
presented from the ladies' stand to tho 
Countess, tho carriage jnovod on a few 
feet further until it ciimo directly under 
tho grand arch, in the niches of which 
there were a number of young girls from 
the public schools, under tho charge 
of Mrs. Hayward, who sang with oxcjI- 
icnt effect a verse from the nationt^ an- 
them. Her Excellenoy the Countess of 
DufTerin expressed herself very much 
gratified ami delighted and tho procoB- 
siou proceeded along Government street. 
The route had originally 'boon declared 
up Fort street and l>y that tl.oroughfuro 
to Governmeut Houso, but as an arch had 
been erected by several private citizens 
on Fort street with a motto— ''Oarnsrvon 
Term« or aeparation"--placed oonspicn- 
oiiHly on it, under which His ExcoUoncy 
did not consider that he could i)ass 
cousisteiilly with his position as Govorn- 
or-( ie'iieral, though ho had no ob- 
jection to do so as a privato indi- 
vidual, a short d^mr via Broughton 
and Douglas streets was renderedjueecs- 
sary until Fort street was re-entered. Tho 
procession then conliniied to Mosn street, 
His Excellency and tho Countoss of Duf- 
ferin being clusjrod almost without cesaa- 
tion and from ,\[uns street tho vast con- 
oourao wenilcd its way to Government 
House, where the procession opened out 
and permitted His Excellency's carriage 
to pass between tho linos. About a hun- 
(Ircnl young liuiioH, dressed with cxecUoiit 
taste, awaited tho advent of tho vice-regal 
party, and on arrival at tho main outranco 
to "Cary Cnstlo," His Excellency stopped 
from his carriage and the Coun toss was 
received* by Uiss , D#gla8, who hand«d 
hor a beautiful bouquet and bade her wol 
come, saying ''T liavo great jileasure in 
presenting a bouquet on Ijehalf of my 
young lady com])aiiions andiu oxpreasing 
our hope that your stay here may bo botli 
agreeable and j)loasant," Tho young la- 
dies then strowwl the ground with numer- 
ous beautiful flowers and the Countess of 
Dufl'orin engaged in convoreation with 
many of the young ladies und wnspartio- 
ularly hitorosted in all sho saw around 
hor. His Excellency meanwhilo stood on 
the sto))H of tlie entrance, and tho whole 
proceHsion und carriages following Hia 
Excelloney'ti carriage passed by and once 
more gained Moss Htroot by way of tho 
uiu'oi goto flow the grouuds, An ft oar- 



riago containing several Ohineso mer- 
chants waa passing. His Excellency re- 
quostod that tbey would speak with him 
for a fo^ /niblients and when they had 
stopped from their carriage His Excellen- 
cy congratulated tliom on tho boauty of 
the deoorortions of Cormorant street and 
tho intei est which they hiul token in his 
arrival. His Excellency also added that 
he was pleased to soo that tho Chinese 
were so good and so law-abidiugj and he 
a Bsured them that it had given him much 
pl>388ui-o to pass through their quarter of 
the city. This may be said to have boon 
tho ■Jucluding feature of tho procession 
and H'.'sExcelleccy was left at "Oary Cas- 
tle" witit bis amiable Countess to obtain 
needful reet after thetr long journey. 

DECORATIONS. 

The decorations for tho oocasion woro 
very beautiful, such as have never been 
seen before in thia city and possibly may 
not for years to como bo erected again. 
Esquimalt was gaily docked with bunt- 
ing, and iu many places aloug the road 
there were appropriate mottoes and sen- 
tences of welcome. But the city decora- 
tions proper may ba Haid to have com- 
menced at tho Esquimau bridges, whic)!, 
similar to Rock Bay bridge, formed one 
continuous arch of evergreens surmount- 
ed by fiags and mettoes. Some of the 
latter read as follows: "Our Railway Iron 
Rusts;" "In Union there is S*;rongth;" 
"Caed Mille Failtho;" "Fiat Jnstitia;" 
"Carnarvon Terms;" "The Iron Horso 
tho Civilizer of the World;" "British Co- 
lumbia Welcomes Lady Dufferin;" "Hail 
to the Chief." There were many others 
all more or less appropriate to the occa- 
sion and all having the same pleasing 
ofToct. Near Discovery street a rather 
facetious banner was erected by a private 
individual which bore tho sontonoo "Wo 
welcome you to tho sea of mountoine." 
This no doubt would have attracted the 
attention of tho Minister of Justice had 
ho accompanied His Excellency. On the 
arch orocted by tho Chinese at the junc- 
tion of Cormorant and Government streets 
tho words "Glad to see you here" were 
very etfectively depicted, and on a splen- 
did arch erected in Cormorant street (also 
by the Chinese) the motto "English law 
the mout liberal"stood out conspicuously, 
whilst yet again on a third arch at the 
foot of that street the brief but pointed 
invitation "Come Again" doubtless caught 
His Excellency's eye. These three aroh- 
es woro erected solely at the expense of 
tho Chinese population and with a varie- 
ty of other handsome decorations iu their 
district did much to render tho lino of 
march attractive. On Johnson street a 
very handsome arch was erected by pri- 
vate contributions,. it in fact being hardly 
second to any in tho city. "Wo honor 
our Queen;" "We look to England for 
Justice," woro the subjects for mottoes 
which wore well arranged on the struct- 
ure, which also bore /uc-simtles ol Lord 
and Lady Dufl'erin's coats-of-arms. The 
grand arch at tho junction of Yates and 
Government streets, erected by the Prop- 
ular Committee, was of course the arch of 
the day; reallj it was a combination of 
arches and a very beautiful appearance it 
made. On tha north side, facing tho pro- 
cessionists, the motto waa "God save tho 
Queen^, the Prince of Wales and all the 
Royal Family;" on Jthe WUth side "God 
saro Victoria Empress of India," "The 
Pacific greets tho Atlantic," and "Loyol 
to tho Crown," whilst on the west side 
were "British Columbia the key of the 
Pacific," "Railway the bond of Union," 
"Confederated without Confederation," 
and on the east side "NoUumus leges Mu- 
tari," "United without Union," and "Re- 
peat your Visit." In Government street 
the Canadian Pacific Railway oflloe wos 
very nicely doooruted and iu fact rivalled 
anything of the sort iu the city. Tho 
mottoes, fringed with a border of ovor- 
groouB, wore "Welcome Lord DufTorin," 
"God save the Queen," "Speed tho rail- 
way." Three large Dominion flogs sur- 
mounted the building. The Bank of 
British Columbia also appeared gaily bo- 
docked with bunting and almost without 
exception every building on this tho main 
street of tho city displayed with great ef- 
fect cither a profusion of bunting or 
wreaths of evergreens. London House 
was tastefully decorated with a variety of 
colors and the simple word "Welcome," 
His Excellenoy's coat-of-arnis being on 
one side and the Countess of DufTerin 'a 
on the other. Tho Fort street arch was a 
very pretty pioco of workmanship, with 
"Carnarvon tonus or soparation"on it. All 
along Fort street private residenoes made 
more or less display and even to the 
grounds of Governmet House emblems 
of loyalty and rejoicing were conspicu- 
ous. In the evening Cormorant and Gov- 
ernment streets were thronged to soo the 
illuminations, tho arches on Cormorant 
street espocially presented a very beauti- 
ful appearance by a combination of Chi- 
nese lantorns and fireworks. Messrs. 
Stewart and Braden, on Tatea street, dis- 
played a jjrotty illumination in gas — ■ 
"Welcome"— and tho Government Build- 
ings, James' Boy, were also handsomely 
lighted up. 

INCIDENTS. 

On tho Esfiuimall crosH-roada woro 
drawn up in line some .'iOO Indians of the 
following tribes: Songhees,Sooke,Saanicli, 
Quamichan, Clemclomalats, Souroua, 
Kamiaken, Quulquisahla,Halalts, Ponole- 
cut, Hyacksun and (Miemainus; each band 
WHS hea(li;d by its chief as His ExcoUoncy 
patscul, llags were displayed, hats dropped 
ami throe hearty choers given. His Ex- 
(•ollenoy l)iiwiiig in recognition of tho 
welcome given him. 

At the l)ridgos IH canoes manned by 
about IHO Indhuis of the North West 
Coast, and Northern end of Vancouver's 
Island, with innumerable llags aud 
streamers, jjussed in review boforo the 
Governor-General, singing a song of wol- 
como and keeping time witli their paddlos. 
This demonstration consisted of reproson- 
tativea of tho Hydah, Bella Bella, Bella 
Goola, Olowitzes, Mahmalillacalla, and 
Nimkiah tribes, and was under the iminc- 
diato su])oriutondonce of Mr, Ooo. Blon- 
kiiiHop, to whom great credit is duo for 
the manner in which tho programme was 
carried out. 

One of the most brilliant features in 
tlio whole procession was, the appearauco 
of "Lady iJutrerin's Guard" of 200 boys, 
under their oDicers, as follows; No. 1 
Company ('apt. F. Atwood; Ist Lien- 
tenant R. J. riumnior; '2nd Lieutoniiiit 
O. Langley. No. '2, Company, Capt. J. 
Wark; Ist Lieutenant J. Richards; 2ud 
Lieutenant W. Flewin. No. ii Company, 
Capt. T. Ohadwiofc; 1st Dientenant H. 
Ella; 2nd Lieutenant J. Randolph. Each 
company curried a British rod ensign and 
a Dominion flag, und had boon I'liriiishcd 
with lances und otreamors, on au oxcul- 
lent suggeatioii made by Capt. Good. 
They behaved and marched very well, 
tliankH to the drill bestowed on tham by 
Capt. Vintor, Lieut. Wolfenden and 
. Messrs, riabysoa Knd Poasy, A troop 



of mounted boys was Rationed between 

the two'bMdges. 

Tho greatest praise is due to Superin- 
tendent Todd who had charge of all tho 
arrangements on the road und tu his able 
coadjutor, Inspoctor Bowden, and indeed 
to all tho constables. The oity procession 
was eutiroly under th^ charge of Inspec- 
tor Bowden'-as Grand '•Sartfial, and Mr. 
F. G. Biohards, Assistant Marshal, and 
everyone WMpleasod with their manngo- 
menl' of'troft^roceodings. The whole 
programme sketched out by Mr. Sproat 
iu his speech at tho Philharmonic Hall 
was carried out by the energetic commit 
tees with some very trifling modifications, 
and both Esquimalt and Victoria may bo 
congratulated upon a saccessful issue of 
thoir endeavors to welcome the Queen's 
reprosontative,- ' 'It- •''wSolij; -hare been 
pleasing bad the farmers been able to 
com* to town ill greater numbers; but tho 
unexpected arrival of tho "Amethyst" 
made this very difficult. A considerablo 
number, however, were present on horse- 
back, on the Esquimalt road and else- 
where, and we hope the farmers geneially 
will be able to meet the Governor»Geiieral 
when the iiroposed entortainmont at Bea- 
con Hill takes place.

every respect most gratifying. 

The picturesque display of the Indian 
population iu thoir gaily-drossed canoes, 
and tho characteristic ornamentations ex- 
hibited V)y tho Chineso residents contri- 
buted a novel feature of great interest to 
what His Esoollouoy cannot help regard- 
ing as one of the most successful and 
tlattering demonstrations of loyalty and 
welcome with which he has ever been 
honoured, and has made him at once fool 
completely at homo amongst his British 
Colujobiun follow subjects.

The scene at the corner of Fort ond 
Government streets, on Wednesday, when 
tha Governor-Qoneral declined to pass 
beneath an arch bearing tho inscription 
"The Carnarvon Terms or Separation," 
finds an historical parallel in tho refusal 
of tho Prince of Wales to pass beneath 
arches bearing tho emblem of the Orange 
Sooiefy,'W^nJE[is Royal Highness visitod 
Canada in 1869. At Kiagaton the Orange- 
men had made elaborate preparations in 
tho way of arches, and when the steamer 
with His Royal Highness on board arriv- 
ed alongside the wharf the Duke of New- 
oastle declined to advise the Prince to 
land unless the Orange emblems were 
first remove^, l^is was refused and tho 
Pnnoe did nofla'nd^tho steamboat mov- 
ing oflf amid the wildest excitement 
amongst the townspeople. At Toronto 
tho Orango omblems wore professedly re- 
moved from all the arches before the ar- 
rival of the Prince at that port; but it waa 
soon known that an arch standing in front 
of a ohuroh in which tha Princo was to 
attend divine worship still bore tho 
offensive insignia. His Royal Highness, 
in entering tho sacred odiflco, avoided tho 
arch. This incensed the Orangemen, who 
surrounded tho Church with the Iqtention 
of drawing the beads of the horses attooh 
od to the royal carriage honeath tho em- 
blems; but the oarriago was driven to the 
rear of the building and the crowd kept 
back by the police until it was too late 
fot them to carry out tbeir intention.
